Th« Ramsay MacBonald govern- 


ment, second Laborite ministry in 
British history, oame into power on 
the heels of *. general election in 
1929, assuming office on Juno 9. 
Thus it *** been in power for more 
than. 24 months, a. period crowded 
with man? important and far reach- 
ing developments both nationally 
and Internationally. 


The first Labor cabinet was form- 


ed in January, 1924, but could main- 
tain its hold on parliament for less 
than ten months. The Conservatives 
returned to power and for the nezt 
five years remained in office under 
Stanley Baldwin. 


"With the new general elections 


called In 1929, the Labontes succeed- 
ed In getting a plurality In the house 
of commons, capturing- 2S7 votes 
while the Conservatives took 260. 
The Liberals with 59 votes held the 
balance of the power and It was 
largely through their suffrage that 
the MacDonald ministry was able to 
continue in office. 


MacDonald entered his second 


ministry with a. policy for Immedi- 
ate consideration of the problems of 
unemployment, reduction of arma- 
ments, the evacuation of the Rhine- 
land and closer cooperation with the 
League of Kations. 


In the domestic field h« Tia>! his 


hands full and it was only by Liberal 
support he "was able to hold the com- 
mons in line. Unemployment mount- 
ed steadily and on last Jan. 27 the 
figures were 2,608,406, representing 
an increase of .1,135,004 over the 
same time a year ago. 


The imperial conference of this 


year and the Indian round table 
conference were important events 
in the life of the government. 


At the imperial conference, the 


status of the dominions as self gov- 
erning units of. the British empire 
was further strengthened. Ko agree- 
ment was reached, however, on clos- 
er economic relations between the 
mother country and the dominions 
as had been proposed, particularly 
by Canada. 


The round table conference pro- 


duced a- plan for a federal constitu- 
tion in India. The Gandhi followers 
who have been, demanding complete 
independence boycotted the confer- 
ence. Since then Mahatma Gandhi 
has declined to attend 
a. second 


round table conference In London, 
but efforts are continuing to per- 
suade hnn to change, bis mind. 


In the international field Mac- 


Donall earned out many or his poli- 
cies. Trade relations with Soviet 
^Russia were renewed although? com- 
plete dip'omatic relations were not. 
An agreement was 
reached that 


Russia, -was not to carry on propa- 
ganda in British possessions. 


During the past two years the last 


British soldiers left the occupied ter- 
ritory in Germany and they were 
followed by the French and Bel- 
gians, leaving German territory un- 
occupied for the first time since the 
end of the war.

conference early in 1930. Great Bri- 
tain, the United 
States, France, 


Italy ana Japan participated. 


The conference resulted In agree- 


ment on certain general provisions 
by the five powers Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan, reached 
an agreement on limitation of classes 
of ship1? which had not been limited 
at the previous "Washington confer- 
ence. 


Negotiations then were started for 


a. naval,agreement between Great 
Britain, France and Italy, but these 
are still in a state of flux.

Thomas Carlyle would have been in- 


terested in Gandhi's recent denial that 
he had any intention of setting himself 
up as the unofficial ruler of India. 


Carlyle, following his famous formu- 


la, would have remarked dryly that 
Gandhi is the unofficial ruler of India 
whether he wants to be or not. He is 
by all odds the greatest man in the 
nation; and according to Carlyle, the 
greatest man in the nation always runs 
things, no matter who has the outward 
trappings of authority. 


All of which serves once more to 


call attention to the strange position 
that Gandhi occupies in the modern 
world. 


It isn't merely that this wizened, 


poverty-stricken little man can defy 
the majesty of the great British em- 
pire. In itself that would be remark- 
able enough, but it would not neces- 
sarily make the man a sign and a por- 
tent to make a flippant generation stop 
and take thought. 


Beyond that lies the fact that Gandhi 


is a living denial of nearly all of the 
things that this generation—in Amer- 
ica as well as in England—prizes most 
highly. 


In a world that worships wealth he 


clings to poverty. In a world that 
bows to brute force he personifies the 
tremendous, terrifying power of the 
helpless. In a world that lives by ma- 
chinery he sticks to the simplicities of 
a handicraft era. In a world grown 
cautious and skeptical he exults in a 
deep mysticism. 
_ 


As a result—not in spite of these 


differences—he is, in truth, the unof- 
ficial ruler of India today, and the Brit- 
ish empire parlej-s with him to learn 
whether it can keep India within the 
fold! 


There is something exceedingly sig- 


nificant in this man's career. He puts 
our ideals in reverse—and proves 
stronger than we are. Will he, before 
he gets through, make some of us sus- 
pect uneasily that our ideals are some- 
what in need of revision?

During the past fifteen years the dis- 


covery and development of new" pe- 
troleum fields has added immeasurably 
to the visible and estimated supply of 
this commodity. - 


In the opening and development of 


new fields, all considerations of de- 
mand, price or economical production 
are obliterated in a frantic effort to 
get all the oil possible out of the 
ground before the source of supply is 
drained by neighboring wells. 


Along with the oil goes natural gas. 


It has been estimated that nearly 750 
billion cubic feet of gas is blown into 
the air and lost every year, a quantity 
approximating the total annual con- 
sumption for domestic purposes in the 
United States. 


The East Texas field, opened within 


the past two years, proved to be cf 
bonanza character, and as gusher after 
gusher came in, the oil flooded and 
overwhelmed a market already faced 
with the serious problems of overpro- 
duction.

Personal Health Talks

TUBEECU1AB, TUBERCULOUS. 
Numerous diseases are tubercular, 


such as leprosy, actijiomycosls, syphi- 
lis, but only one Is tuberculous. Tills 
wIH be news for numerous meSIsal 
brethren, but If the brethren can 
only lay off their superiority complex 
or hoity-toity notions" they'll learn a 
lot from this column, and I nave 
the -written assurances of a lot of 
them that they have. 


For lay - reader* who -want to 


know, I may explain that tubercu- 
lous is the adjective pertaining to 
tuberculosis. True, the name tuber- 
culosis primarily signifies tubercle 
disease. Still, the adjective tuber- 
culous refers to tuberculosis and not' 
to other diseases in -which, tubercles 
occur. Even as the Inept use the 
term tubercular it Is obvious they 
mean tuberculosis and not any 
other disease. 


Tubercular pertains only to tuber- 
cle. Scientifically, In medical liter- 
ature, the term tubercular may refer 
to the nodules o£ leprosy or some 
other disease. Xot all that purports 
to be- scientific literature is good 
English, nor is It aH good science 
either. But -we may as -well be right 
if -we're going to use these terms at 
an. So ^far as the layman's parlance 
Is concerned, I don't thirik he ever 
has occasion to speak or write about 
tubercles at all, so lie may as well 
forget there Is such a word as tuber- 
cular. Tuberculous is the only adjec- 
tive he need apply to tuberculosis. 


"While -we are sniveling about this, 


I want to make a plea to real folks 
to discard the cheap little wisecrack 
terra that so many dumbbells affect 
•when they refer to tuberculosis. TB 
Is not tuberculosis. Tbc. Is an ab- 
breviation for tuberculosis if you 
must be so succinct, but -why all the 
diffidence 
about mentioning the 


name of the disease you're talking 
about? If you ar^ trying to kid your- 
self or fool somebody else, -why not 
go back to the good old dodge and 
just can It "weak lungs" or a "slight 
cataxrhal trouble in the chest" or 
something like that? 


If you're going to talk about 


tuberculosis at all, for health's sake 
taT!t about it, and don't duck and 
dodge the Question like a simpering 
old maid trying to refer to her legs 
•without referring to 'em. 


This glib term "TB" came Into use 


in the first place thru the anUciuated 
policy of evasion -which our medical 
fathers perforce followed. In an el- 
der day It -was as much as the pa- 
tient's life was worth to tell

Obviously the use of such a 
weapon would be dangerous in any 
hands other than the physician's.

conceded by many that John W. Da- 
vis is perhaps in complete posses- 
sion of the-title of leading practition- 
er before the nation's highest tribun- 
al. 


Before Hughes went to the bench 


these two were hated as the leaders 
among the lawyers appearing be- 
fore the court. • 


Few weeks went by when the 


court was in session that'Davis and 
Hughes wero-not presenting argu- 
ments. Baris has established asre- 
markable record for supreme court 
work—a record that only Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes can match. 


And it is noteworthy that the two 


wera defeated for the - presidency—- 
Davis, the democrat, and Hushes, 
the republican. 


The Bench Likes Him 


Davis' presidential hopes 
•were 


smothered under the Coolidge Jand-_ 
slice of 1924. Hushes left fhe Bench"' 
in 1916 to so down to defeat at the 
hands of "Woodrow Wilson. 


To watch Davis before the court 


is to get a picture -of what court at- 
taches describe as "the perfect law- 
yer." 


He commands the undivided at- 


tention of ths whole bench. They

It is one of his strongest 
points. 


Under rules of the court an hour 


is allowed each side for oral argu- 
ment of cases on the regular docket. 
This, of course, is subject to exten- 
sions of time where deemed neces- 
sary by the court itself dtie to the 
intricacy of the matters involved or 
the number of parties joining in the 
proceeding. 


Rarely does Davis take up an his 


time, even where he bag no other 
counsel with whom he nrest share 
that tiine.

justices. Their time Is valuable an<J 
crowded to a tfegree that Imposes 
heavy burdens on them.

known as the Trichogramma minu- 
tum and are described as tiny-non- 
metallic wasps which are reared on 
eggs of the Angoumois grain moth 
and distributed on sheets of .card- 
board on which the moth eggs- are 
glued /with shellac. The 20,000 in- 
sects in the shipment weigh only 
about three ounces. The sheets with 
the eggs are placed in infested bogs. 


"While this parasite," Mr. Cham- 


bers said, "occurs naturally in "Wis- 
consin, unfortunately it does not 
occur 4a sufficient numbers at the 
critical time to be of any commer- 
cial value. It is hoped that by rear- 
ing the tiay wasps artificially and 
introducing them at the time.when 
the cranberry pests are laying their 
eggs, that It win be possible to solve 
the control problem."
